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NEW ASSESSMENT 
ROLL COMPLETED 


READY FOR EQUALIZA i ION 


Slight Increase in Valuation Over That 

of Last Year Is Shown by the 
New Assessment 

City Assessor Philip C. Carter has 
completed the city’s assessment roll 
for the current year. The total valu¬ 
ation shown is $1,230,270. This amount 
is divided about as follows: land, 

$777,000; improvements, $394,000; per¬ 
sonal, $50,000. 

The increase over the amount of the 
assessment roll for last year is some¬ 
what less than had been expected. Last 
year's total was a little more than $1,- 
189,000, making the increase $41,000. 

The assessment roll now goes to the 
city trustees who will sit as a board of 
qualization. After that process the 
trustees will fix the tax rate for the 
coming year on the basis of the new 
assessment. 


NEED FOR BUILDING ORDINANCE 

An ordinance requiring the issuance 
of building permits for construction 
work of any kind w’ithin the city lim¬ 
its would serve many good purposes. 
Violations of existing regulations gov¬ 
erning such work would be more eas¬ 
ily guarded against than now. And 
ther are other regulations which 
ought to be imposed. Such an ordi¬ 
nance should provide for the inspec¬ 
tion of water, gas and sewer plumbing 
and electric wiring, and other sanitary 
conditions. Not the least among the 
advantages would be the keeping of 
a complete building record, showing 
clearly the city’s growth and improve¬ 
ment. Nearly every city and town has 
such an ordinance and is able to make 
a complete and ready showing of what 
is being done from month to month. 


ANOTHER RATE FIGHT 

The arbitrary fixing of public utili¬ 
ties by legislative bodies received an¬ 
other setback recently when the trus¬ 
tees of the city of Watts decided that 
$1.00 a month was enough for domes¬ 
tic water users to pay as a minimum 
charge. The company went into court 
and proved to the satisfaction of the 
tribunal that such a rate meant finan¬ 
cial destruction. The city has now 
passed an ordinance putting the rate 
at $1.25 w’hlch is acceptable to the 
company, with a charge of 15 cents 
per 1,000 gallons for excess water. It 
is easy enough to decide that rates 
ought to be lower than they are, but 
it is not always easy to make them 
stick. The practice of charging all the 
traffic will bear was followed by an 
epidemic of rate-regulation which 
would often mean confiscation. Some 
day a happy medium will be reached 
when rate making will be put upon 
a really “scientific basis’’ for keeps. 

NEW SANTA FE AGENT 

S. F. Borden has been relieved as 
the station agent for the Santa Fe at 
Santa Anita. His place has been 
filled by Agent Anthony who comes 
from Rialto. Mr. Borjlen occupied the 
post about three years. He may ac¬ 
cept a position in the general officers 
of the road in Los Angeles. 


LONG TELEPHONE WIRE 

Laurel Steinberger and Forest Rang¬ 
er John Grand came out from the West 
Ford of the San Gabriel Monday, hav¬ 
ing just completed the telephone line 
to Pine Flats. The line affords a 
measure of fire protection to a large 
district in the mountains back of Sierra 
Madre, by putting some of the remote 
points in direct communication with 
the outside world. Telephones are now 
installed at Hoegee’s Camp on Winter’s 
Creek, at Sturtevant’s camp in the 
West Fork of the Big Santa Anita, at 
the ranger’s cabin in the West Fork 
of the San Gabriel, and at Pine Flats. 
The importance of telephone communi¬ 
cation for giving warning of the out¬ 
break of fires and summoning aid can 
hardly be overestimated. 

Grand came out partly for the pur¬ 
pose of filing information against a 
young sport from Los Angeles who 
could find nothing better in the moun¬ 
tains than the telephone wire for tar¬ 
get practice. He shot the wire in two 
at a point about a mile below Grand's 
cabin in the West Fork. Steinberger 
overtook him Monday at Sturtevant’s 
Camp as he was coming out, and held 
him there till he could summon Grand 
to deal with him. It is to be hoped 
he will get his just deserts. Grand 
also filed information against another 
man who had left an unprotected camp 
fire near the timber on Pine Flats. 
Such fools as these are usually re¬ 
sponsible for disastrous forest fires 
like that now raging in the San Ber¬ 
nardino mountains. 


SAW AN OBJECT LESSON 

Editor Herbert Crooks of the San 
Fernando Press spent a few hours in 
Sierra Madre last Saturday, it being 
his first visit to Sierra Madre. What 
he saw made him wish he had come 
earlier and resolve that it would not 
be the last visit. Just at present he is 
busy with a warm fight over the ques¬ 
tion of incorporating San Fernando as 
a city of the sixth class. He has an 
unusually pestilent bunch of knockers 
who oppose every progressive step of 
their community and would like to 
keep it about as archaic as the San 
Fernando mission. They will know 
they have been in a fight before Crooks 
gets through with them. After he had 
ridden about town in A. S. Mead’s auto 
and learned of the improvements ac¬ 
complished and under way which 
could not have been brought to pass 
without the incorporation of Sierra 
Madre he was more than ever firmly 
convinced of the necessity of doing 
likewise. Paved streets, well kept 
street lighting, public library, mu¬ 
nicipal nurse, sanitary regulations, 
and home rule on the liquor 
question are among the things 
which looked mighty good to him. Peo¬ 
ple who think they confer a favor on 
a town by merely living in it and 
handing out a bunch of knocks period¬ 
ically ought to sit down and count 
their blessings now and then and give 
thanks to the rest of the community 
for making them possible. One trou¬ 
ble with them is that they will not 
listen when a neighbor does a little 
patriotic boosting. It takes an out¬ 
sider like Crooks to make them real¬ 
ize how much they have to be thank¬ 
ful for. 


MENACE OF FOREST FIRES 

Untold damage has been done by 
forest fires which have been raging 
through the San Bernardino mountains 
the past w-eek. Many miles of timber 
and brush covered land have been 
burned over. Isolated ranches have 
been devastated, some of the smaller 
mo rntain tamp resorts have been de¬ 
stroyed and Squirrel Inn, Idylwild and 
others saved only by heroic measures. 
The destruction of the vegetation cov¬ 
ering the mountain slopes will serve 
to reduce water supplies by increasing 
evaporation. Fortunately there has 
been no danger of the fire spreading 
into the Gabriel mountains, which are 
isolated from the fire stricken range 
by wide passes. The fire has served 
as renewed warning of the absolute 
necessity for the greatest care in 
handling fire in the mountains. Only 
about once in a generation do we get 
a taste of what a fire in the mountains 
can really mean. But even that is 
too often. Nobody who lived in Sierra 
Madre at the time cares again to go 
through the trying experiences of ten 
or twelve years ago when a large part 
of the Sierra Madre range was burned 
over. 


DUNHAM NEW JUSTICE 

Frank C. Dunham has been appoint¬ 
ed justice of the peace for Pasadena 
township in which Sierra Madre is lo¬ 
cated. While the appointment was 
made by the Board of Supervisors, the 
selection was really made according 
to custom by Supervisor Manning of 
this district. 

Justice Dunham succeeds Judge H. 
H. Klamroth, who had over three an 1 
a half years to serve at the time of 
his death. 

The new justice is 27 years of age 
and has resided in Pasadena for four 
months. He graduated from the Iowa 
state university with the degree of A 
B., and then took one year of law at 
the same institution. Later he came 
to Southern California and located in 
Los Angeles, finishing his law course 
at the University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, where he graduated in June, 
1910, one year ago. He was admitted 
to the California bar about two years 
ago and in advance of completing his 
college law course. 

Justice Dunham is a son-in-law of 
M. W. Atwood, of Pasadena, who was 
the prohibition candidate for congress 
from this district.

NEW LAW ON 

FIRM NAMES 


REGISTRY IS NOW REQUIRED 


Fictitious Firm Names Afford No Pro¬ 
tection Unless Certified by 
Real Owners. 


Little or no attention has been paid 
to an important law passed by the last 
legislature concerning the use of firm 
names. The Southwest Commercial 
Bulletin gives some valuable informa¬ 
tion for the benefit of concerns which 
come under its scope: 

Few business men in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia seem to realize the importance 
of the amended state law governing 
the use of fictitious names and so far, 
at least in Los Angeles county, few cer¬ 
tificates giving the names of individuals 
or partners operating under other 
names than their own have been filed 
with the county clerk. 

Firms operating at the time of the 
enactment of the amended law, March 
23, 1911, are required to file proper 
certificates on or before September 
23 of this year. As yet there is am¬ 
ple time for the fulfilling of these pro¬ 
visions, but as one month is required 
for the publication of such certifi¬ 
cates, action must not be delayed too 
long. With new firms, certificates 
must be filed within one month after 
the formation of the company. 

In order that grocers and dealers 
in kindred lines of goods may secure 
the proper form for this certificate 
without difficulty, The Bulletin has 
secured forms approved by the coun¬ 
ty clerk of Los Angeles and which 
may be used anywhere in any county 
in Southern California. They are as 
follows:

WATER THE DOG—WATER THE 
CAT 

Be sure to place a dish of fresh wat¬ 
er where your dog or cat can easily 
reach it. Dogs and cats often suffer 
for lack of fresh water. 

Water the horse. Water the chick¬ 
ens. Have something to hold the wat¬ 
er—not to tip over and spill it. Hens 
need water all day long in summer 
days. Water is cheap. But care is not 
cheap. It costs thought. 

If your dog must be chained, fasten 
a wire from the corner of your house 
or bam to a tree or a post, or between 
two trees. This wire may be thirty 
feet long. Suspend from the wire a 
clriin or leather strap by a ring which 
must be large enough to run easily on 
the wire. The other end of the chain 
must have a fastening which can at¬ 
tach it to the dog’s collar, then he can 
run up and down the length of the 
wire and get some exercise, and also 
get into the shade when the sun is hot. 

Dogs do not perspire through their 
skins as we do, but you may often see 
the water dripping from their tongues. 
They need to drink often. A dog should 
never be muzzled so that he cannot 
drink, or put out his tongue as he 
naturally would in hot weather. 

Dogs are highly nervous, sensitive 
and excitable, and many have been se¬ 
riously injured by the constant irri¬ 
tation and restraint of muzzles.

out by an individual or by members 
of a co-partnership, the acknowledge¬ 
ment of a notary, in proper form 
must be attached. This form will be 
supplied by the notary. 

As has been previously explained 
by The Bulletin, after the certificate 
has been properly made and acknow¬ 
ledged, it must be published once a 
week for four weeks in a newspaper 
printed in the county in which the 
business is located and an affidavit 
of publication secured from the pub¬ 
lishers of this newspaper. This meth¬ 
od of procedure is necessary in order 
that proof of publication may be 
shown. After due publication of the 
notice has been made and an affidavit 
secured, this affidavit and the original 
certificate must be fi'ed with the coun¬ 
ty clerk of the county in which the 
place of business is located. Firms 
operating in Los Angeles county will 
file their certificates with a deputy 
clerk in Room 10, at the county court¬ 
house. 

For the filing of this certificate, a 
fee of $1 is charged. Two notarial 
acknowledgements, one for the cer¬ 
tificate and one for the affidavit of 
publication, will also be required, at 
a cost of 50 cents each, together with 
the cost of publication, which will 
vary with conditions. There need be 
no other expense, as the forms above 
may be followed without the aid of 
an attorney. 

It must be remembered that the 
term “fictitious name” applies to any 
style under which business is done 
other than that of the owner or own¬ 
ers, except when the company is in¬ 
corporated. This applies not only to 
such names as “Cut Rate Grocery.” 
for example, but to such names as 
•’Smith & Brown,” or in any case 
where the name under which business 
is done does not include the name 
and initials of the owner or owners.
